Submitted herewith is the report of the annual audit 
and examination of the accounts of the Town of Lebanon 
for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1947, which was 
made by this Division in accordance with the vote of the 
Town. Exhibits as hereafter listed are included as part 
of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Trustees of Trust Funds, Li- 
brary Trustees and Library Treasurer, Lebanon and West 
Lebanon Cemetery Committees, and the Municipal Court. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets — Dec. 31, 1946-December 
..31, 1947: (Exhibit A) 

Comparative balance sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1946, and December 31, 1947, are pre- 
sented in Exhibit A. As indicated therein a change in 
financial condition amounting to $40,180.00 took place 
during the year, which started with a Surplus of $12.- 
149.13 and closed with a Net Debt of $28,030.87. 
Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-1) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
town during the year is made in Exhibit A-1. The factors 
which caused the change may be summarized as follows: 
Net Budget Deficit $ 9,519.96 
Increase in Accounts Payable 30,660.04 


Change in Financial Condition $40,180.00 


Comparative Statement of Appropriations and Expendi- 
tures — Estimated and Actual Revenues (Exhibits B 
and C) 

Comparative statements of appropriations and expend- 
itures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1947, are presented in Exhibits B 
and C. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit C), 
a net overdraft of appropriations of $21,156.62, less a

net revenue surplus of $11,636.66, resulted in a net 
budget deficit of $9,519.96. 
Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit D) 

A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1947, made up in accordance 
with the uniform classification of accounts, is included 
in Exhibit D. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance, as of 
December 31, 1947, is indicated in Exhibit D-4. 

AUDIT PROCEDURE 

The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and can- 
celled checks were compared with supporting invoices 
and payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. 
Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible and 
totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book bal- 
ances were verified by comparison with reconciled bank 
balances made from statements obtained from deposi- 
tary banks.

APPROPRIATION OVERDRAFTS 
The budget summary (Exhibit C) indicates: 
Overdrafts of Appropriation $30,978.43 
Unexpended' Balances. of 
Appropriations 9,821.81 


Net Overdraft of Appropriations $21,156.62 
Section 5 of the Municipal Budget Law (the provisions 
of which have been adopted by the Town of Lebanon) 
provides that 
“5. Exceeding Appropriations. In towns adopting the 
provisions of this chapter, no board of selectmen, school 
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board, or other spending agency shall pay or agree to 
pay any money or incur any liability involving the ex- 
penditure of money for any purpose for which an appro- 
priation has not been made, or in excess of any appro- 
priation or allotment made to it except for the purpose 
of paying judgments rendered against a town or school 
district, provided, however, that in case of sudden and 
unexpected emergency the selectmen may on application 
to the tax commission and the school board on applica- 
tion to the state board of education after hearing be giv- 
en a certificate of emergency authorizing them to make 
such expenditure or incur such liability; provided, furth- 
er, that in cases arising during the year following a town 
meeting where changes occur which make it unnecessary 
to use the amount appropriated for a specific purpose, an 
unexpended balance may be transferred by boards of 
selectmen or schoo! boards from one appropriation to 
another, provided the total amount expended for all pur- 
poses does not exceed the total amount appropriated at 
town or school meetings for all purposes.” 


It must be stated, therefore, that contrary to the provi- 
sions of this section of the Municipal Budget Law, (1) 
liabilities were incurred during 1947 for purposes for 
which no appropriations had been made and (2) total 
expenditures exceeded budgetary appropriations and 
(3) no application was made to the Tax Commission for 
authority to exceed appropriations. 


In this connection it is recommended that the budget 
committee give careful consideration to the matter of 
the costs of required and essential services when the 
budget is prepared this year. Appropriations should be 
adequate in amount to cover necessary expenditures. 


APPROPRIATIONS FOR ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 


It will be necessary to make provision in the 1948 
budget for the accounts payable as of December 31, 
1947. This should be set up as follows: 

New Construction (1947 account) $17,249.34 

New Equipment (1947 account) 13,427.50 


CLASSIFICATION OF ACCOUNTS 


Under the heading of ‘‘General Government” the uni- 
form system of accounting prescribed by this Division 
provides for the following classification of accounts: 
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1. Town officers’ salaries 

2. Town officers’ expenses 

It was noted that in some instances part of a town of- 
ficer’s or employee’s salary had been charged to either 

(1) Town Officers’ Expenses 

or 

(2) General Expenses 

All salaries should be charged to the “‘Town Officers’ 
Salaries” account. 

Summaries of expenditures charged to “Town Of- 
ficers’ Salaries’, ““Town Officers’ Expenses’, and “Gen- 
eral Expenses” are contained in Exhibits D-1, D-2, and 
D-3, respectively. 


INVOICES AND SUPPORTING STATEMENTS 


Vouchers issued in payment of town officers’ expenses 
should be accompanied by detailed statements indicating 
how such expenses were incurred, i.e., mileage, meals, 
etc. 

Vouchers for repairs or service to highway trucks and © 
equipment should be supported by bills indicating the 
identity of the trucks or equipment. 

The relief orders issued by the Overseer of the Poor 
should be signed by recipients acknowledging the receipt 
of. materials or supplies. Vendors’ bills should also ac- 
company the signed orders when presented to the Select- 
men for payment. 3 


CONCLUSION 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, require that this report or a summary of its es- 
sential features shall be published in the next annual 
town report. This letter of transmittal should be included 
in its entirety.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 
1947 


— —— 


In submitting my report for the past year, I will still 
have to say that the public are following their custom of 
past years of throwing garbage and other refuse matter 
out of their automobiles along our highways, especially 
in wooded areas, without any regard for the looks or 
whose property it is thrown on. I have posted notices in 
many of the places complained of, but they are taken 
down and the practice goes on. In one locality even Ver- 
mont truck drivers come over and dump whole loads of 
garbage, papers, and other waste matter, even though 
notices have been posted many times. 


There have been less complaints of waste matter 
being thrown into the river this year and only two com- 
plaints of sewers emptying directly into the river and 
these were attended to as soon as they were reported and 
the parties ordered to put in septic tanks. 


I have received numerous requests from people ask- 
ing for a permit to keep cows, pigs, and hens within the 
village limits. In most cases, after talking with them, they 
have been satisfied that it was not best. All cases have 
been investigated before making an order. 


The conditions at the outlet of the Mechanic Street 
sewer, which have been reported so often as a nuisance, 
have been materially changed so that the sewer now 
empties into the swifter moving water in the river and 
all of the discharge is immediately taken away. This has 
been done at somewhat of an expense, but it was a 
necessity for the health of the public. In the spring, as 
soon as possible, a heavy cement “header’’ will be added 
to the work already done, which will complete a long 
needed addition to that sewer. The work was done by 
directions given by the State Engineers Office of the 
Health Department. 


The doctors and nurses have reported the following 
cases of contagious diseases: measles, 23; scarlet fever, 
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19; mumps, 16, German measles, 9; lobar pneumonia, 1: 
venereal diseases, 4. 


The District Nurse has continued her splendid work 
and has held ‘‘Baby Clinics” as usual, assisted by local 
doctors and representatives from local societies. 


Again I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the 
Water Commissioners, and the School Nurse, and every 
one who has in any way assisted me in my work in this 
department.

REPORT OF MILK INSPECTION FOR LEBANON 


The milk inspection this year has been carried out as 
usual. Inspection of stables and milk rooms, cattle and 
samples being taken and sent to the Laboratory of Hygi- 
ene for analysis. 


After report from Laboratory is received each pro- 
ducer is furnished with a report on his samples and those 
that are not satisfactory in every way are taken over 
again after his technique of producing has been checked. 


In one case after two samples, a week apart, were 
taken it was found that the producer had added water 
to his milk in each case. This producer was in Sullivan 
County. I turned the case over to the Board of Health 
at Concord for conviction and the case was tried at New- 
Doni NA os 


Aside from clean milk rooms and utensils the exam- 
ination of the cattle themselves is very important. On 
examination of the udders with a strip cup and the Brom 
Thymol test, one can determine Mastitis in a herd. There 
have been several of the producing cows condemned in 
the past year. 


We are now getting milk from several sections in 
Vermont as well as New Hampshire. This requires extra 
travel as well as time.

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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL 


December 17, 1947 


Board of Selectmen 
Lebanon, N. H. 
Gentlemen: 


Following our agreement with cooperating towns, we 
have prepared a report, attached herewith, on White 
Pine Blister Rust Control conducted in your town during 
the season of 1947. 


The need of maintaining control of this serious bark 
disease of our native pine is more necessary than ever 
before because of the tremendously increased cutting of 
this tree which has taken place during the past nine 
years, it being twice the average yearly cut of the preced- 
ing 13 years. Returns to the State Forester for the period 
of 1938-1946 inclusive indicate a cut of 2,193,296,000 
board feet. This is a yearly average of 243,693,000 feet. 
The yearly average for the 13 year period, 1925-1937, 
was only 102,500,000 board feet. The nine year cut has 
contributed to local and state-wide incomes and provided 


work at high rates of pay. 


Were it not for the ability of white pine to re-establish 
itself upon cut-over and other areas, and then grow with 
rapidity, the cut of the past nine years could not have 
been achieved. While the stands of merchantable white 
pine are comparatively few, and none of any great ex- 
tent, hundreds of thousands of acres of young growing 
pine testify to this tree’s ability to maintain its position 
as New Hampshire’s most common yet most valuable 
forest tree. It is these younger stands of white pine which 
are particularly susceptible to attacks from the rust and 
which are quickly killed after being infected. It is evi- 
dent, by the volume of town appropriations in 1947, 
which amounted to over $23,000, that white pine is high- 
ly regarded and the danger from the rust appreciated. 


The areas worked in your town were decided upon by 
the District Blister Rust Control Leader after a careful 
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survey of conditions and due consideration of the funds 
available for contro] work. Mapping of white pine areas, 
and the protective zones about them preceeds the work 
of destroying wild currant and gooseberry bushes. These 
maps make for more efficient control work, and provide 
valuable information in case future checking of the areas 
is needed. 


If further details regarding this season’s work are de- 
sired by the Selectmen, or others, it will be gladly given 
upon request to the district leader or the State Forester’s 
office.

FOREST FIRE PROBLEM SERIOUS 


The year 1947 was one of the worst periods of drouth 
and forest fire occurrence in eastern United States his- 
tory. Lack of water ruined crops, lowered water levels 
and dried up brooks everywhere. Three months of de- 
ficient rainfall and abnormally high temperatures result- 
ed in many fires which were mostly well controlled and 
kept within bounds. Only the high winds beginning on 
October 28rd caused a few fires to escape beyond imme- 
diate control. These few fires resulted in burning some 
15,000 acres and the loss of 63 or more buildings in four 
New Hampshire towns. 


All October fires were costly. They burned deeply in 
the ground and required day and night patrol of large 
crews of men until the rains came late in October. Towns 
which escaped from serious fires might easily have been 
in the midst of the most serious conflagrations we had. 


Governor Daie closed the woods effective at midnight 
of October 15th. With the blow-up of October 28rd, a 
second proclamation closed all back roads and author- 
ized towns to inaugurate patrol. The effect of this was to 
cut down subsequent fires for the rest of the dry period. 


Local fire warden forces performed an admirable 
job to hold the more than 200 fires that occurred during 
this October period. Many men were taxed to the utmost 
as the emergency continued. To them and all those who 
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did their work, the people of New Hampshire owe a debt 
of gratitude. The state forest fire control agency based on 
local town wardens and town crews wherever adequately 
equipped rose to the occasion and met the test in what- 
ever town their services were needed. 


It is now time to take stock everywhere of our fire 
fighting facilities for the season ahead and to make them 
adequate where necessary. To this end town fire plans 
and training programs for wardens, deputies and other 
key men in each district are being arranged or in pro- 
gress. If equipment and tools are insufficient properly to 
equip the available man power in each community with 
the right tools for the job, they should be provided for at 
once. The yearly addition of fire tools to the town supply 
will generally need to be built up. The state sells tools 
te the towns and shares one-half their cost. Good equip- 
ment is important and can help greatly to keep both 
damage and fire costs at a minimum. 


For many years we have requested our wardens not 
to issue burning permits except on rainy days. This regu- 
lation will be in effect again this year as it is one of the 
best means of assuring such fires from getting out of 
control. Nine out of every ten fires can be prevented, 98 
percent of all fires being due to human carelessness. Be 
sure to get a permit for any fire in or near woodland 
when the ground is free from snow. Be sure your fires 
are always out before you leave them. Help us in getting 
the traveling public to keep from throwing out lighted 
matches or cigarettes. Be careful of all fires in or near 
woodland.
